St. Louis, May 2S.—A hurricane of 


enormous proportions here began at 
5:04 
p. m. yesterday. 
The 
wind 


changed suddenly to the northwest, 
and the rain fell in torrents. 
A green 


cloud appeared in the west and north, 
but the storm moved toward the south- 
east, and masses of detached clouds 
crosed each other in greatest rapidity. 
At 5:15 the wind was blowing 
at 


eighty miles an hour from the north to 
the west. 
At 5:30 the wind had fallen 


to twelve miles and changed to south- 
east. When the rain ended at 9 p. m., 
8.3 inches had fallen. 
There was an 


electrical display of exceeding bril- 
liancy. 


A million dollars will not cover the 


damage to property. 
The wind struck 


the East St. Louis elevator at about 
5:30. The west half of Wiggins' ferry 
was blown far up on the levee, and the 
wind then turned, tearing up the Van- 
dalia freight house and killing all 
within. Huschle's butcher shop, Doug- 
las' school, and all the buildings as far 
as the Koehler mills were leveled. 
Many inmates of the houses are beneath 
the ruins. Freight cars are standing 
in all positions, and many were blown 
into the slough. 


The Lake House, Tremont Hotel, 


Martel House, Vandalia round house, 
watch tower, Menges building, and 
twenty dwellings near by, and all near 
the dyke, were demolished. None of 
the railway yards escaped. 


From Cairo, on- the short line to 


Wabash, two Vaudalia engines were 
destroyed. 
The following boats are 


known to be sunk: S. 0., Club, and 
Henry Stockham. 


Two hundred lives were lost in this 


city, and as many more in East St. 
Louis, while thousands were injured, 
many so severely that they cannot re- 
cover. The exact number will not be 
known for many days, and perhaps 
never.

The damage to property will aggre- 


gate a million dollars. 


The first attack which did damage 


in the western part of the city was in 
the form of a hurricane from the north- 
west. The second attack was half an 
hour later, from the southwest, with 
all indications of a tornado, including 
the funnel-shaped cloud. • It came in 
on the south side of Lafayette park and 
struck the city hospital, and from there 
tore a way through the city by a north- 
easterly course. The track lies east of 
Seventh street and north of Cerre street 
to Ead's bridge. 
The boats at the 


wharf were torn from their moorings 
and capsized or sent adrift. 


Among the buildings destroyed, or 


damaged, are The Singer Sewing Ma- 
chine Co, four people injured; Eden 
Publishing House, building unroofed, 
stock damaged; Haydock Carriage Co., 
building unroofed; St. John's church, 
Hicking street, lost steeple; Lieder 
Krantz hall, unroofed; Brown tobacco 
Co., lost top story; nail department of 
St. Louis Wire Co., destroyed by fire; 
the convention hall, where the Eepub- 
lican convention is to be held, portion 
of the roof taken off, walls pierced 
with flying timbers and decorations de 
stroyed. Ten days' time and $5,000 
will be required to place it in repair. 
The worst damage was done along the 
river front. 
The Merchants' elevator 


was demolished; an engine of the 
Transfer Co. blown from the track at 
ihe foot of Gratiat street; Allen Buggy 
Co. building blown down. 
Along 


Twenty-first street, between Olive and 
Papin streets, not a single building, 
telegraph pole, tree or sign escaped. 
The streets and sidewalks are a solid ' 
mass of debris, while over all is a net 
work of fallen wires. 
The building 


occupied by Epstein & Bernstein was 
blown down, Julius Gall, the book- 
keeper, being killed and Mr. Epstein 
injured.' The building occupied by the 
Sawyer Manufacturing Co., on Chateau 
avenue, was blown down, and Emma 
Chaney and Isabella Howe are under 
the 
ruins. 
Grone's 
brewery, 
on 


Twenty-second and Clark streets, was 
almost totally wrecked. 
The Scandi- 


navian church, 6n Twenty-third and 
Clark streets, was turned completely 
over. At Gates' Wire mill, four per- 
sons were badly hurt, two fatally, 
j 


The others of the three hundred in the 
building escaped miraculously. Pine 
street is filled with' wreckage. The 
officials 'of the Alton road say that not 
a passenger was hurt, nor even a pas- 
senger car injured by the storm. 


At East St. Louis only two freight 


houses are left standing, those "belong- 
ing to the Chicago Peoria & St. Louis 
and the Oloverleaf lines. 


The buildings wrecked were Chas. 


H. Pecks' new building; Wm. Koenig 
& Co., agents of Aultmnn & Co., roof 
taken off, and occupants of the office 
took refuge in the vault; American 
Befrigerator Transit Co. terminal ele- 
vator; Biddle & Maine; McPheeter's 
dry goods warehouse; Fisher & Davis, 
saw-mill; machinery of Fulton Iron 
Works.

Somebody's Blunder May Cost 
Taxpayers Hundreds of Dollars. 


Delay In Advertisinc 
S2O.OOO Uoiuls 


Necessitates Selling Thorn for Cash 


Down ivt n Sacrifice, Or KIso Ar- 


nuigiug a Temporary t-oan at 


Heavy Interest—Who la to 


Ularao "? 


There has been considerable excitc- 
eut among city officials this after- 


noon over the discovery of the fact that 
owing"to somebodys' blunder, the city 
is liable to loso several hundred dol- 
lars. It seenis that $20,000 in city 
bonds become duo June 1st. The city 
•was not in shape to meet this obliga- 
tion, and a't a recent meeting of coun- 
cil, the finance committee was author- 
ized to issue §20,000 new bonds to take 
up the old ones. Chairman Labold 
advertised for bids and they were to bo 
opened today at noon, at the council 
chamber. Representatives of thirteen 
bond buyers, or banking firms, from 
all over the country, were present. It 
was decided, however, not to open _the 
bids until 4 o'clock. When the agents 
for the bidders and the city officials 
met, the visual demand for ten days to 
have the attorney examine the bond.*, 
as to their validity, etc., was made by 
the agents. Then the fact dawned ou 
the city oflicias.that they had not ad- 
vertised their bonds in time, and only 
three days will elapse until the old 
bonds become due. The chairman of 
the finance committee had not kept 
track of the matter as he should have 
done. 
The city must either arrange to 


sell the bonds for cash, or else grant 
the ten days' time and arrange for a 
temporary loan. 
The bonds can only 


be sold for cash without the privilege 
of examination a big sacrifice. 
So 


in either event, the city will 
loso 


money. 


One of the bidders, representing one 


of the biggest banking houses in tho 
country, said to a reporter at the Biggs 
House that 
no 
responsible 
house 


would take the bonds without the 
privilege of examination. 
This would 


;ake a week, or, ten days at tho least. 
3e believed the bonds would bo sold all 
right, but that the city would be com- 
pelled to make a temporary loan. 


City Clerk Adams admitted to a re- 


porter that the city was in a hole and 
would likely lose some money. He said 
the situation was partially brought 
about by an" oversight. It was inti- 
mated by an official that the city solic- 
itor was responsible for the matter. 


It is claimed, however, that Chair- 


man Labold, of tho finance commit- 
-ee, is to blame. He should have 
known all about these things and ad- 
vertised in time. 
Such things did not 


lappeu. when Mr. Stanton was man- 
aging the city's finances. 


The agents of the bankers are all 


mad over the delay in opening tho 
bids. 
An agent told a Times reporter 


that some of them had withdrawn their 
bids in disgust and left town, and that 
others intended to do the same thing.

.Outside of the City—A Budget of 


^interesting Court House Items. 


The licenses held by the various 


liquor dealers of tho county all expired 
last Saturday night. The Dow tax at- 
taches on the fourth Monday in May 
and all persons engaged in the business 
on that day, last Monday, -will have to 
pay the Dow tax at the rate ,of $350 a 
year. The tax is payable, half ' before 
June 20th, and the other half before 
December 20th. The assessors are re- 
quired to report all saloons in existence 
on the day mentioned. 
The returns 


show that there are sixty-four saloons 
in the city of Portsmouth, and only 
four in all the rest of the county—two 
at Otway and two at New Boston. The 
tax from these sixty-eight dealers will 
amount to §23,800. Some will un- 
doubtedly go out of business before the 
end of the fiscal year, and a portion of 
their tax will be refunded. 
Of the 


above amount, two-tenths goes into the 
state general revenue fund. 
Six-tenths 


goes to the city in which the saloons 
are located, which will give Ports- 
mouth $13,440, half for the police fond 
and half for the general revenue fund. 
The general fund of Otway and Clay 
township will each get $420, while 
the county poor f and will get the re- 
maining two-tenths of 
the 
entire 


amount, Jwhich will bo $4,760.
